Following is a section-by-section summary of 
the neutrality-law revision bill now before the 
Congress of the United States 

1, Whenever the President, Congress by 
concurrent resolution, finds the existence of a 


State of war between foreign stgtes, the President 
shall issue a proclamation naming the states 
involved, 


2. Whenever such a proclamation has been 
issued, it shall immediately become unlawful for 
any American vesse] to cafry passengers or any 
articles or materials to any state named. A pen- 
alty of $50,000 fine or five years’ imprisonment, 
or both, would be imposed on violators. In addi- 
tion, before any goods can be shipped in belli- 
gerent vessels, title shall have been transferred 
to some foreign government, agency or corpora- 
tion 

3. Wherever the President feels it necessary 
for the protection of U.S, citizens, he shall issue 
a prociamation defining combat areas, after 
which it shall be unlawful for any U.S. citizen or 
vesse] to proceed into or through such areas. 
Shipowners would be liable to a $50,000 fine, five 
years in jail, or both, for violations. Citizens 
travelling as passengers might be fined $10,000 
or imprisoned for two years, or both.
